The South Amei‘ican (Vichlidiidie (Liniaeodidie) are still very inipei-- 
fectly known and in the various (*ataloDues aiid lists are imich mixed 
with othei’ families, mon* particularly with ^Nleoalopygidje, Dalcerida\ 
and allies. I have been able to examine most of the descri)>ed species 
in the British JIuseum, the collections of Messrs. \Villiam Schaus, II. 
Driice, P. Dogniiu and otlicrs, and have arranged them as follows. 
Ten species described ))v Walker are unknown to me. The types are 
not in the British ^luseiim, nor have they been recoo-nizcnl in the 
Ilopeian de})artmcnt of the rniversity Maseum at Oxford. They 
are pi*obably lost/' and it is doubtful if tlu‘ sp(‘ci(‘s can ever l)c reco^*- 
nized, since thev may belono- in any om^ of a dozen families. They 
tivo listed at the (uid of this pa])er. 1 have included the North Ameri- 
can species for the sake of (*ompleteness.

The specimens from Panama and Pkaiador I regard as typical. 
The others ditfcr in being smaller (expanse 88 to 42 mm.), the fore 
wings more rounded at ai>ex and the raised scales less distinct, espe- 
cially on the hind wings. In some of the specimens they are scarceh^ 
noticeable on the fore wings either, and these much resemble ne.xa 
Stoll, except for the absence of the silvery line of that species. I 
distinguish this form as variety Hitcm<. new variety.

Mr. Schaus has observed the larva of this species at Jalapa, Mexico, 
many years a^-o, and has taken the followino* from his notebook: 

'' Sibhie extensa Schans, larva. Lenjitli 1 inph, very f^tont, ratlier t^(piarp, l)eing flat- 
tened dorsally and laterally. Ilvad, which is small and brown with black markings, 
is concealed under the second segment. This segment is brownish with posteriorly 
a subdorsal black and white spot. Body pale green. On segment 3 are four little 
green tubercles, covered with short spines. On segments 4 and 5, only two similar 
tubercles, but somewhat larger. Segments 11 and 12 the same as 4 an<l 5. Seg- 
ment 13 has two large velvety brown tubercles; dorsally and posteriorly to these, 
two small green, si>iny tubercles. Laterally on eleventh is another velvety brown 
tubercle. Lower down on segments 3 to 13 is a single row of little green spiny 
tubercles, above which ground color changes somewhat to yellow and tinu'e is a flue 
black lateral line. Prolegs yellowish. Live together in large numbers, and when 
about to form cocoons, collect together on the l)ark and after spining a thin hard 
web, form underneath it their cocoons, which are round and very hard.

“Remain in larval condition all winter, becoming pup;e only a few weeks ’before 
emerging.’’
